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THE DUE REPRESENTATION 
OF MINORITIES. 

A NEW AND SIMPLE SYSTEM OF "NUMERICAL 
REPRESENTATION." 



At a time like the present when great organic changes are 
about to be consummated in the Constitution — approach- 
ing what may be expected when the period of Universal 
Suffrage has arrived— the question how minorities can 
be protected from the possible overwhelming effect of 
the flood of new electors, is deserving of serious con- 
sideration. 

There can be no doubt that the tendency of the hour 
is to rule by s/ieer weight of numbers — the vote of the 
newly enfranchised ploughman being deemed of equal 
value to that of the Oxford Professor, — and unless some 
check can be devised to protect tlie minority tljere is 
serious danger that the majority will use its power in 
a manner which may prove disastrous to the best 
interests of the nation. 

The system of voting which has hitlicrto prevailed is 
certainly most unfair in it; ' ..l of

not only of those whose votes have returned him, but 
also of those who have opposed him. The unjust result 
of the present system will be seen from the following 
figures. 

The total Liberal and Irish votes polled throughout 
the country — both successfully and unsuccessfully — 
(adding in the case of Towns where no contest took 
place the votes to whicli the Registered Electors arc 
entitled) — amounted to about 2,100,000 votes, and the 
Members returned by the successful votes were 395. 

The Conservative votes polled on the same basis 
amounted to about 1,700,000 votes, but the Members 
returned by the successful votes were only 245, — giving a ■ 
Liberal Majority of 150, — whereas in proportion to the 
total votes polled, the Members returned should have 
been — 

Liberal 354 

Conservative 2S6 

which would have reduced the Liberal majority to 68. 

At present it is no uncommon thing for the votes of a 
constituency to be so evenly divided that a difference of 
even 5 or 10 votes on one side or the other will secure the 
election, whereupon those who voted En the minority 
become virtually " disfranchised " and have no power 
whatever in the direction of public affairs, although 
their numbers nearly equal those of the dominant party. 

A few illustrations will prove the correctness of this 
statement : — 

Take for example CHATHAM. At the last Genera! 
Election Mr. E. Gorst (Conservative) polled 2,499 
votes, and was successful ; whereas The Hon. Henry 
Carr Glyn (Liberal) polled 2,398 votes, and was unsuc- 
cessful — the difference being only loi votes ; but the 
result is that Mr. Gorst sits in ParUament and by his 



vote commits not only his 2,499 supporters but his 
2,398 opponents, to any policy he may choose to adopt. 

Again, Denbigh District. Sir Robert Cunlifie, 
BarL (Liberal), polled 1,434 votes and The Hon. 
Geoi^e Kenyon (Conservative) polled 1,409 votes — 
the difTerence being only 1 5 votes^tlie result of course 
being similar to the foregoing. 

The City of Cork. — Mr. Chas. Stewart Parnell 
polled 1,505 vote.s, and was successful ; whereas Mr. 
Wm. Goulding (Conservative) polled 1,337 votes, and 
was not successful— the difference being only 16S vote; 
on a total of 2,842 ; but Mr. Parnell is able to commit 
nearly half the constituency of Cork to a policy which 
they may utterly disapprove. 

Colchester. — Mr. Wm. Willis, Q.C. (Liberal', 
polled 1,650 votes, and was elected ; whereas Mr. 
Alexander Learmonth (Conservative) polled 1,648 
votes — a difference of only 2 votes — but Mr. Willis 
speaks and votes for Colchester, thereby committinj^ 
1,648 voters who are wholly opposed to him. 

North DERBYSHiRE.^Mr. Cheetham (Liberal) polled 
3,183 votes, and was elected, but his defeated opponent. 
Mr. A. P. Arkwright (Conser\'ative), polled 2,936 votes 
— the difference being only 247 votes on a total of 6,1 19, 
and yet Mr. Cheetham of course votes for North Derby- 
shire, thereby frequently, no doubt, pledging the whole 
District to a policy nearly one-half of whom entirely 
differ from his views. 

North Ayrshire. — Mr. R. W. Cochran- Patrick 
(Conservative) polled 1,636 votes, Mr. J. B. Balfour 
(LJberal) polled 1,581 votes— the difference being only 
55 votes. 

County of Antrim. — Mr. Edward MacNaghten 
(Conservative) polled 4,936 votes, and Mr, C. H. Wilson 
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(Liberal) 4,789 votes— the difference being only ! 
votes on a total of 9,725, 

These examples might be multiplied ad infinitum, 
and they show the anomalous results of our present 
Electoral System, the effect being as already mentioned 
that in nearly every instance a large proportion of the 
electors are not only deprived of all representation in 
Parliament, but the successful Members, in addition to 
the power conferred upon them by their own supporters, 
wield that which of right belongs to their opponents. 

Used as we are in this country to positions of 
" compromise " in political matters, it is surprising 
that this state of things should not have been corrected 
long since, as politicians have everywhere recognised as 
a principle, not only the expediency, but the positive 
necessity that minorities should be represented, and 
have the opportunity of ventilating their views in the 
presence of the majority, by which the public safety and 
public welfare is promoted. 

No doubt the reason why this has not been done 
has been from the difficulty of finding a remedy, but 
a consideration of the following plan will show that it 
is by no means impossible to frame a measure by 
which the interests of all parties in the State can be 
dealt with on a just and equitable basis. 



It is clear that any proposal for dealing with the 
matter must comply with the following conditions : — 

(I.) It must in no way alter the existing system of 
voting. This is all-essential, considering the class of 
the new contingent of voters, to whom simplicity in the 
mechanical taking of the vote must he of the first 
importance. 

(2.) It must be so simple in its character that its 



principle can be grasped, and the details carried out, 
even by the least experienced. 

(3.) The working out of the system must be free from 
the possibiHty of error, and must be so easy that the 
Returning Officer, the Candidates and their Agents, 
may be able to determine, independently of each other, 
the exact result of the Election, within a few minutes 
after the Poll has been closed ami tlie votes counted. 

All these conditions would, I venture to think, be met 
by the system I now propose to explain, which for the 
sake of distinction may be termed "NUMERICAL Rep- 
resentation." 

The principle upon which it is based is, that the Con- 
stitution gives a certain number of Members to represent 
— not a part of, — but THE ENTIRE CONSTITUENCY, 
therefore, if the Members returned are only supported 
by a portion of the Electors, their voting power in 
Parliament should only he proportionate thereto. 

Of course under the present arrangement, by which 
every Member of Parliament is entitled to only one 
vote on a Division, it would be impossible to carry 
this proposal of a " proportionate vote " into effect, but if 
instead of i vote, each Member was entitled to 100 
votes in Parliament, the matter becomes exceedingly 
simple of adjustment. 

Accordingly, I propose that a Clause should be 
inserted in the Bill for the Representation of the People 
shortly to be passed, whereby every Borough or County 
shall have through its representatives a maximum of 
100 votes in Parliament for each Member it is entitled 
to return, but that each Member returned shall only 
have ^eproportion of such votes to which the Returning 
Officer may declare he is entitled, under the following 
conditions. 



The following would be the various steps taken to 
determine the result of an Election : — 

1. The Election would be taken in the usual way, and 
at the close of the Poll the Returning Officer would 
count the votes given to each Candidate and make a 
total of the same, declaring those at the head of the Poll 
duly elected, as customary. 

2. He would then make a grand total of the votes 
given to ALL the Candidates, both successful and unsuc- 
cessful, and as the number of votes in Parliament to 
which the town is entitled is applicable to the whole 
number of Electors who have voted, — both successful and 
unsuccessful, — as shown by the total votes polled for all 
the Candidates, he would then proceed by the " rule of 
three" to ascertain what proportion the votes given to 
each Candidate bears to the total number of votes 
polled, which would thereupon determine the number of 
votes in Parliament to which each of the Members 
elected are entitled, and the Returning Officer in his 
return to Parliament would declare the same accordingly. 

The following are examples of the working out of the 
new system : — 

1. The case of a Town where there is no opposition, 
say Walsall, Staffordshire — Sir Chas. Forster, Bart. 
(Liberal), being unopposed, would be entitled to loo 
votes in Parliament. 

2. The case of a Town which returns one Member 
therefore entitled to loo votes in Parliament, but 
where there are two Candidates for the seat, say 
Burnley, Lancashire — 

Mr. P. Rylands (Liberal) polled 3,943 votes, 

and was elected. 
Lord Edmund B. Talbot (Conservative) 3,217 „ 

Total votes polled 7,160 
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As the 7,160 votes were entitled to 100 votes irt 
Parliament, by the Rule of Three it will be seen (omitting 
fractional parts) that the 3,943 votes given to Mr. 
Rylands become entitled to 55 votes in Parliament. 

Thus— 

3.943

The Returning Officer would therefore declare that 
Mr. Peter Rylands was duly elected with the right to 55 
votes in Parliament. 

3. The case of a Town which returns two Members, 
therefore entitled to 200 votes in Parliament, but where 
there are 4 Candidates for the scat, say Cambridge 
Borough — 

Mr. W. Fowler (Liberal) polled 2,386 votes. 

„ H. Shield (Libera!) 2,326 „ 

A. G. Marten (Conservative) 2,003 .■ 

P. B. Smollett (Conservative) 1,903 „ 

Total votes polled S.618 

As the 8,618 votes were entitled to 200 votes in Parlia- 
ment, by the Rule of Three it will be seen that Mr, VV. 
Fowler's 2,386 votes entitle him to 55 votes in Parlia- 
ment, and Mr. H. Shield's 2,326 votes entitle him to 
53 votes. 

The Returning Officer would therefore declare that 
Mr. W. Fowler was duly elected, with the right to 55 



votes in Parliament, and Mr. H. Shield with the right 
also to 53 votes in Parliament. 

4. The case of a Town which returns three Members, 
and 13 therefore entitled to 300 votes in Parliament, say 
Birmingham — 

Mr. P. H. Muntz (Liberal) 22,969 votes. 

The Right Hon. John Bright (Liberal). 22,079 » 
The Rt Hon. J. Chamberlain (Liberal) 19,544 ,. 
Major F. G, Burnaby (Conservative)... 15,735 " 
The Hon. Augustus Calthorpe (Con- 
servative) 14,308 „ 

Total votes polled 94.635 

As the 94,635 votes were entitled to 300 votes in 
Parliament, by the Rule of Three it will be seen that 
Mr. P. H. Muntz's 22,969 votes entitle him to 72 votes 
in Parliament, the Right Hon. John Bright's 22,079 votes 
entitle him to 69 votes, and the Right Hon. J. Chamber- 
lain's 19,544 votes entitle him to 61 votes. 

The Returning Officer would therefore declare that 
Mr. P. H. Muntz was duly elected with the right to 72 
votes in Parliament, the Right Hon. John Bright with the 
right to 69 votes in Parliament, and the Right Hon. J. 
Chamberlain with the right to 61 votes in Parliament. 

5. The case of a Town which returns four Members, 
and is therefore entitled to 400 votes in Parliament, say 
the City of London — 

Mr. W. J. R. Cotton (Conservative),.. 10,326 votes, 

Mr. R. N. Fowler (Conservative) 10.274 .1 

The Right Hon. J. G, Hubbard (Con- 
servative) 10,256 „ 

Alderman Wm. Lawrence (Liberal) ... 5,950 „ 

Mr. Richard B. Martin (Liberal) 5,837 „ 

Mr. W. Morrison (Liberal) 5.743 ,1 

Total votes polled 48,386 



As the 48,386 votes were entitled to 400 votes in 
Parliament, by the Rule of Three it will be seen that 
Mr. W. J. R. Cotton's 10,326 votes entitle him to 85 
votes in Parliament ; Mr. R. N. Fowler's 10,274 votes 
entitle him to 84 votes ; the Right Hon. J. G. Hubbard's 
10,256 votes entitle him to 84 votes; and Alderman 
W. Lawrence's 5,950 votes entitle him to 49 votes. 

The Returning Officer would therefore declare that 
Mr, W. J, R, Cotton was duly elected with the right to 
85 votes in Parliament ; Mr. R. N. Fowler was duly 
elected with the right to 84 votes in Parliament ; the 
Right Hon, J. G. Hubbard was duly elected with the 
right to 84 votes in Parliament ; and Alderman Wm. 
Lawrence was duly elected with the right to 49 votes in 
Parliament. 



The adoption of this alteration in our Electoral 
System cannot fail to give a new impetus to the 
entire political organisation of the country. Instead of 
the minority feeling, as they now frequently do, that-it 
is impossible for them to return their Candidate, in tlie 
face of the known majority — and consequently that it is 
useless to take any trouble to oppose them— the new 
arrangement will offer such inducements to voters to go 
to the Poll, and the motive to record their vote will be s< 
strong as to ensure their doing so, thereby bringing out 
the full strength of the party and giving every voter a 
direct interest in the Election. The result will be that 
every seat will be contested throughout the country, by 
which the healthy life of the Electoral body will be 
maintained and developed. 

Although the immediate effect of the adoption of this 
proposal would be to improve the position of the Con- 
servative Party 10 Parliament, the question is not a 



Party one, but National ; as, of course, the application 
of the new system would affect equally both Liberals 
and Conservatives as the political pendulum swings 
from side to side. The subject therefore deserves that 
careful consideration which its importance to the political 
life of the country appears to merit. 



To illustrate the effect of the proposed change, a 
statement is appended showing the number of votes 
each Member sitting at the opening of the Session 1884 
would have been entitled to under the new system in the 
House of Commons, and the general result on a division 
by the present and by the new systems of election. 

With regard to the time required for taking a Division 
in Parliament under the New System, as compared with 
the system now prevailing — an important matter from a 
practical point of view— it would be found that it could 
be done as quickly as at present. The method would 
be as follows : — 

The Division Clerks on both sides would be provided 
with the usual printed sheets of Members' names alpha- 
betically arranged, and against each name, in a column 
provided for that purpose, would also be printed the 
number of votes to which each Member is entitled. 

On a Division taking place, as the Members filed past, 
the Clerks would tick off each name, and when finished 
would strike out the names and number of votes of those 
NOT present, leaving only the names and mimber of votes 
of those taking part in the Division. A total would then 
immediately be made of tlie votes so remaining, and the 
result would determine the Division as usual.
